Completo recognition that Ger- 
many: fs ontitled to equality | of 
treatment In armaments was fully 
conceded by Sir John Simon in his 
specch at the Disarmament Bureau 
to-day. He safd tho. French pro- 
posals were 80 elaborate and close- 
ly articulate .in character as to 
make comment‘ at short notice not 
only imprudent but also impossl- 
ble. He said Germany's legat 
right to equality was based on tho 
following points: . 

1—-The Trenty of Versuilles isa 
binding document which cannot bo 
set aside by unilateral action. 

2.—The prehmble to Part Five 
of the Treaty, and M. Clemenceau's 
contemporaneous oxplanation on 
behalf of the Allics unquestion- 
ably involved an understanding 
that the disarmament {mposcd on 
Germany was intended to be the 
precursor of o substantial mea- 
sure of general disarmament. 

3.—While he was far from un- 
derrating the extent of the unila- 
teral disarmament achieved in cer- 
tain states since tho armistice, the 
fact remains that while Germany 
continues to be under perpetual re- 
striction, other nations wero not 
yet- under, 1. mutual contractual 
obligation . to limit thelr ‘arma- 
ments, save for the exceptionally 
important area covered by the 
Naval Treaties of Washington and 
London. Also other nations were 
still permitted those weapons of 
war which were prohibited by the 
treaty to Germany.

2.—Exhaustive investigation has 
shown that the arbitrary figure of 
10,000 tons 1s the limit of the 
capital ‘ship would fail to be gen- 
erally accepted. Any  construc- 
ion undertaken by Germany shall 
(subject to minor adjustment) not 
increase the total tonnage in any 
entegory to which her navy is ‘at 
present restricted. 

3.—The British Government is 
willing to limit cruisers to ves-

tages not to be found at Home. In 
Hongkong there were vaster op- 
portunities for indulging in sport, 
which contributed to health, that 
conditions were made favourable 
to the Hongkong resident, that one 
eame into contact with people 
whom one could not meet at Home, 
with the consequence thnt one’s 
outlook was broadened, knowledge 
widened, and character improved. 
The life here gave one a sense of 
responsibitity. which was bene- 
ficial.

FIRM FRAUD CASE 


POWER-OF-ATTORNEY IN 
«LEGAL ARGUMENT 


- When the case resumed before 
Mr, Schofield at the Central Court 
yesterday concerning Chan-Sik-nin, 
woll-known Heogkong merchant 
and ‘pawnbrokor, charged with 
unlawfully selzing a business and 
misappropriating funds and other 
Property amounting to over a lakh, 
a demand was mado by the prosecu- 
tion for the Production by the do- 
fenco of a powor-of-attorney, sald 
to have been forged and in tha 
Possession of the accused and by 
means of which he {fs alleged . to 

ve been able to carry outa 
“colossal fraud. , 


On behalf of the accused. Mr. F. 
X. D’Almada, Snr., resisted tha 
demand and continued the argu- 
ment that ho was not bound to pro- 
duce the document that he could 
not be compelled to produce 
evidence « against himself; ond 
that, fn effect, the other side waa 
asking him to produce evidence 
which “will hang me" 


Finally, Mr. D'Almada refused 
flatly to fall in with tho demand, 
saying he nocd not give any reasons 
and only dec.aring that ho had not 
the power-of-attorney. 


‘or the prosccution, Mr. - Hin- 
shing Lo (instructed by Mr. Peter 
Sin) said that Mr, D’Almada’s re- 
fusal had Ieft thom with a painful 
impression, The inference to be 
drawn was that the accused had 
very good reasons for not produc: 
ing the document. 


The view of the Magistrate was 
that Mr. D'Almada,could not be 
compelled to show the document, 
although non-production might 
bring on consequences, 


, Secondary Evidence. 


Argument was further continued 
of “secondary 
evidence” on which the prosecution 
now relicd-in default of ‘the powor- 
of-attorney, and the point was still 
left In abeyance when the Court 
adjourned, until Wednesday after- 
noon, 


In the course of an. .extensivo 
opening on the case for the pro- 
secution- on Wednesday,, Counsel 
alleged that the accused procured 
three men to impersonate partners 
of the King, Fook Wo firm, and 
to forge a 
power-of-attorney “conferring on 
himself the sole control and direc- 
tion of the business both in Hong- 
kong and in Indo-China. Having 
ousted the managing partner pre- 
viously in charge of the Indo-China 
business, it is alleged, he had his 
wife Chan Cheung-shi, to similarly 
seize the ‘Hongkong office, and that 
when the manager Chan an-po 
resisted, she had him arrested on 
a false declaration of fraud, but 
eventually bailed him out with the 
firms’s money and induced him, by 
enlarging on the’ gravity of his 
legal position, to jump bail and go 
into hiding. Haying thus secured 
full control of

Goneva, Nov. 17. 
Complete recognition that Ger- 
many fa entitled to equality of 
treatment in armaments was fully 


coneeded by Sir John Simon in his {! 


speech at the Disarmament Bureau 
to-day. He said the French pro- 
.posals were so elaborato and close- 
ly articulate in charncter as to 
mnrke comment at short notice not 
only imprudent but also imposal- 
bles He said Germany's iegal 
right to cquality was based on tho 
following points: ‘ 
| 1—The Treaty of Versaillon isa 
binding document which cannot bo’ 
set-aside by unilateral action, 

2.—The preamble to Part Five 
of the Treaty and M. Clemenceau’s 
contemporancous explanntion on 
behalf of the Allies unqucstion- 
ably involved on understanding 
that the disarmament Imposed on 
Germany was Intended to be the 
precursor of a substantial mea- 
sure of general disarmament. 

3.—While he was far from un- 
derrating the extent of the unila- 
tera] disarmament achieved in cor- 
tain states since the armistice, the 
fact remains that while Germany 
continugs to be under perpetual re- 
striction, other natlons were not 
yet under a mutual contractual 
obligation: to limit their armn- 
ments, save for the exceptionally 
{Important area covered by the 
Naval Treaties of Washington and 
London. Also other nations were 
still permitted those weapons of 
war which were prohibited by the 
treaty to Germany. 

4.—Germany was a full member 
of the League of Nations and hnd 
an indisputable right to take her 
place a8 an equal. 


” Best Means. 


Sir John Simon continued that 
the best menana of achieving 
equality were. ” 

1.—All European States should 
join in & solemn affirmition that 
they would not under any circum- 
stances attempt tp resolve any pre- 
sent or future “difficulties by re- 
sort to force. 

2.—The limitation of Germany's 
armaments should be contained in 
the same Disarmament convention 
as the declining the limitation of 
the armaments of others. 

3.—The newly expressed limita- 
tion in the ease of Germany should 
last for the same period and 
should be subject to the sunie 
methods of revision as those vf 
tnu others, : 

4.—In regard to the question of 
lists of armament, if equality of 
status. were conceded, then the 
principle of qualitative disarma- 
ment murat be acknowledged and 
the British Government declare. its 
williifgness, in co-operation with 
other members ‘of the Disarma- 
ment Conference, to see this prin- 
ciple embodied in the new conven- 
tion. 

Air Proposals. 


Following are the points of the 
British air armament proposals.— 

1—Immediate reduction of Air 
Forces of leading powers to tho 
level of those of the United King- 
dom. :

IS PREFERABLE 


— 


KEEN VOTING 


With the renult ‘dopending on 
the casting vote of the chairman, 
the motion “That Life Enat of 
Suez is preferabe to life nt Home” 
was Inst night adopted’. at tho 
monthly meeting of the Y.M.C.A. 
Literary and Debating Soctoty. 


The nudience recorded 24 votes 
for both sldes,and Dr. E.L. Allon, 
who presided, cast his vote in favour 
of the motion. The debnto was a 
most (enjoyable one, producing 
plenty -of well reasoned argument 
and not a Iittle wit and jeating. 


Mr. 
motion, and in advocating the 
preference of life East of Suez 
contended that it offered advan- 
tages not to be found at Home. In 
Hongkong there were vaster op- 
portunities for indulging In sport, 
which contributed to health, that 
conditions were made favourable 
to the Hongkong resident, that one 
tame into contact with people 
whom one could not mect at Home, 
with the consequence that one’s 
outlook was broadened, knowledge 
widened, and character improved. 
The life here yavo one a sense of 
Fesponeib itty which was bene- 
icial, : 


Salaries were higher in Tong- 
kong than. in England, chances of 
quicker promotion were greater, 
and that the life of the community 
was such which made it obvious 
that it was preferable to that at 
llome, For the family life of 
Enulund one had the Club life in 
Hongkong with its social and 
sporting amenities such as. one 
could never hope to get at Home, 


THE OPPOSITION. , 


Mr. A.C, Jelfrles, Jeader of the 
opposition, attacked the , motion 
firstly on the grounds thet the 
cHimate and. genersl conditions 
contributed to dad health which 
shortened life and secondly that 
one could not get the same quality: 
of food in Hongkon.. He als: 
argued that there was an nbsence 
of English countryside and — the 
other natural ‘amenities of Eng- 
land, 


Mostof them were cither forced 
or bullied to come East of Suez and 
having arrived had only one idea 
In, mind—that of making enough 
moncy to ‘allow one to go Home 
and acttle down. In other re- 
apects the life here was Inferior. 
There were not the cultural facili- 
ties, the medical, teaching and 
other professions were badly off, 
and for the local born and bred 
residents conditions were such 
that both from a physical and 
mental viewpoint they were left 
Inferior to thelr counterparts in 
England. He attacked the life 
which encouraged wives to give up 
domesticity, and which left local 
girls without knowledge of home 
duties. 

CALLOW YOUTH. 


Mr. E.F. Selk seconded the mu- 
tion and painted a picture of a 
eallow youth who left England and 
after living East of Suez developed 
Into a man. He argued that the 
opportunities for a young fellow 
to develop in the right direction 
were grenter than at Home, where 
he was tied down to a narrow 
family circle. 


Mr, F, E. Skinner seconded the 
nnposition and regretted that the 
East could not offer the beautiful 
countryside of the middle distance 
which one enjoyed at Home. 
Hongkong was merely a place of 
outlines, 


The motion was -interestingly 
discussed by the audience and 
after the principal spenkers had 
replied the vote Was taken.

ae Brooks, however, stated that 
the information which’ led to the 
arrest warrant executed in 1929

Mr. Sin pressed for the dis- 
closure of the informer'’s namo, but 
this was not ‘sustained by the 
Magistrate, who, on the-other hand, 
indicated that he would like to havo 
tho address 50 a8 to complete his 
records on the front charge 
cheets.
